with little hollows. False morels 
may be ridged, wrinkled, or 
waved, but in any case do not 
have hole-like pits. The best 
Morchella species are also 
characterized by cone-shaped 
caps connected at the base to a 
hollow stem. No break occurs 
between the cap and stem as it 
does in false morels. 

Some rules to follow when 
hunting for morels are: 1) Pick 
only one kind at a time. If you 
must pick more than one, keep 
each kind separate. 2) Eat only 
one variety at a time. Test each 
kind by eating only half a cap at 
first. Even good mushrooms 
contain substances to which 
some people are violently 
allergic. 3) Eat only fresh 
young, tender mushrooms free 
from obvious damage. 

The best morel hunting areas 
in Crawford County include 
Frederic, Beaver Creek, Man- 
celona Rd., and M-144. Some 
good places to look are in old 
orchards, near a dead or dying

O.K. Preliminary Budget 


Board To Ask 
for 17.90 School 
Millage Renewal 


by Joe Schrader 

Voters will be asked to ap- 
prove a millage proposal 
representing a renewal of 17.90 
mills in the Annual School Elec- 
tion scheduled for Monday, 
June 9, 1980. That was the 
decision reached Monday night 
at a special meeting of the 
school board where members 
approved a preliminary budget 
proposal of $3,723,289 for 
operation of Crawford AuSable 
Schools for fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1980. 

Approval of the preliminary 
figures was necessary now so 
the budget can go to the County 
Tax Allocation Board. The past 
three years, 7.1 mills has been 
allocated for school operation 
and school officials are hopeful 
the figure will be raised this 
year, at least to the 7.5 mill 
level it was in 1976. School Supt. 
Dr. William Diedrich said on 
Monday that schools must seek 
an increase this year from the 
Board, pointing to nearby 
Roscommon and Houghton 
Lake where school systems get 
8.6 mills. “Generally speaking, 
schools get tax dollars in the 8-9 
mill bracket,’’ Diedrich said. 
One mill represents about 
$119,000. The Tax Allocation 
Board is currently in session, 
deciding how to carve up the 15 
mills between the local govern- 
mental bodies and schools. 

The budget approved Monday 
night is up about 10% over 1979-

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opposition to a bigger government taking 
over operations of a smaller government; 
I adopt the general premise that the 
closer government is to the taxpayers, 
the better government we’re likely to 
have. 

I part company with this general idea, 
however, in the matter of financing the 
court systems of Michigan, and I’m 
pleased to see the Hon. Mary Coleman 
taking up the battle. 

‘By virtue of her post as chief justice of 
the Michigan supreme court, she is chief 
administrative officer of the court system 
in Michigan, and she’s all for the plan, 

Justice Coleman is picking up right 
where the late Thomas M. Kavanagh left 
off; when Kavanagh was chief justice a 
few years back, state financing of local 
courts was a primary goal for him. Of 
course, it hasn’t happened yet, but 
someday it will, and both chief justices, 
Kavanagh and Coleman, can help take 
credit for the change when it finally does 
come. 


JUSTICE COLEMAN sounded the. 


theme once more in her annual “State of 
the Judiciary Report” to the Michigan 
Legislature carlier this year. In general, 
she claims that counties cannot continue 
to pay for the circuit, district and probate 
court systems because of dwindling tax 
resources, and increasing state-imposed 
costs. 

‘The limited financial resources of the 
counties make it imperative to 
eliminate...the steeply rising expenses of 
paying for a state imposed court 
system,” she told the lawmakers. 

Only the state has the resources to 
finance the new space, enough judges and 
growing paperwork required to handle a 
swelling judicial caseload, Justice 
Coleman said. 

“In time,’’ she continued, ‘‘the counties 
are, almost in unison, going to hammer at 
the legislative doors demanding relief, 
and in all probability, receive it.”’

will—or at least, counties will be fenced in 
more quickly and more completely by 
higher spending demands and limited 
revenue sources. 

The other side of the coin of state finan- 
cing is state control; whoever pays the or- 
chestra leader decides what sort of music 
will be played. This is true in the private 
sector and government alike. 

But in court financing, there is 
relatively little for counties to lose, In 
most instance, the courts are already 
responsive to the state rather than to the 
local government for their directions. 

STATE LAW spells out how courts 
will operate, what paperwork will be 
submitted, how many judges will be pro- 
vided, and even how much the judges will 
be paid. The state does permit counties to 
add to the basic state-established salaries 
of judges, which provides a variance of 
salaries. 

There is something to be said for 
uniformity, both of judicial compensation 
and qualifications. Total state funding of 
the courts would help this along. 

All in all, the state should pay for the 
court system. We wish Justice Coleman 
well in her campaign. As she noted in her 
address to the legislature, the idea has 
been under consideration for more than a 
decade, ]t’s an idea whose time has come.

It has been suggested to me 
that since Reye’s is still a 
relatively unknown disease, I 
write some articles on RS for 
general public knowledge. First 
of all, anything I write is not my 
personal opinion but general 
knowledge given by the Doctors 
and staff of the Foundation. 

We are mainly made up of 
parents whose children have 
been affected by Reye’s, but 
now are growing to concerned 
parents throughout the U.S. and 
other countries. Our goals are 
mainly awareness of parents 
and physicians especially in 
to en- 
courage the involvement of the 
Federal Government in suppor- 
ting RS research; to encourage 
coordination of efforts of 
various centers in development 
of treatment and prevention; to 
establish RS as a “‘Reportable 
Disease” in every state; to

sponsor a multi-center study of 
recognized authorities on RS; to 
establish a position at the cen- 
ter for disease contro} to review 
data on RS patients; and to 
raise funds for research into 
cause, prevention and _treat- 
ment of Reye’s Syndrome. 

Since 1976, the Foundation 
has created much awareness of 
this disease. Since that time it 
has also brought national atten- 
tion to the disease through the 
National Institute of Health, 
The Center for Disease Control, 
The U.S. Congress, and State 
Legislatures. The efforts of the 
officers and members of the 
}oundation have led to a Reye’s 
Symposium bringing all investi- 
gators up to date on the status of 
studies on RS. It is strongly felt 
that this relatively new disease 
can and must be conquered, 
just as polio was a few years 
ago.

What To Do 
With Sandy Soil? 

Crawford County topsoil, bet- 
ter known as sand, has been a 
problem for some people, but it 
need not be. The plus side of the 
sand is that it drains well, ex- 
cess rains soon disappear and 
you don’t have that mud and 
gumbo to contend with. What is 
needed is to add mulch which 
can be done in many ways. 
Working in about 2 to 3” of 
mulch in the soil, planting deep 
(where the moisture is), lister 
rows when planting a garden, 
and adding a good all purpose 
garden fertilizer occasionally 
will give you excellent results. 

Mulch can be of many fac- 
tors, your compost pile, old 
sawdust (this must be at least 
three years old), and then the 
easier method of adding peat. ~ 

There are a variety of peat 
products on the market and it is 
important that you know the 
difference for your type of soil. 

MOSS PEAT: is that type 
which has been formed princi- 
pally from sphagnum, hypnum, 
and other mosses. Moss peat, 
often called ‘peat moss’’ is 
derived mostly fromsphagnum 
moss and is the least decom- 
posed of the various peat types. 
It is light tan to brown in color, 
light weight, porous, high in 
moisture-holding capacity, high 
in acidity, and low in nitrogen. 
Hypnum moss peat is a darker- 
brown color, has low acidity, 
and possess physical character- 
istics similar to reed-sedge 
peat. Moss peats having high 
acidity are slowly decomposed. 
On the other hand, after liming, 
exposure to air, & incorporation 
in soil they decompose at 
moderate rates because of the 
high cellulose content. 
Sphagnum moss is the young 
residue or live portion of the 
plant often called ‘top moss’’ 
and should not be confused with 

. moss peat which has aged and 
partially decomposed. 
Sphagnum moss (top moss) is 
marketed for shipping tender 
plants and for starting room 
cuttings, seedlings and also for 
mulching. 

REED SEDGE PEAT, is 
formed principally from reeds, 
sedges, marsh grasses, cattails 
and other associated swamp 
plants. The peats of this type 
found on the market differ con- 
siderably in the degree of 
decomposition and acidity. 
Fibrous, partially decornposed 

‘peats are brown to reddish 
brown in color. More decom- 
posed peats are darker in color. 
The mositure-retention 
capacity and the nitrogen con- 
tent are of medium range. 

PEAT HUMUS. Peat that is 
of an advanced stage of decom- 
position and in which the 
original plant remains are not 
identifiable is. called ‘‘peat 
humus.” It is usually derived 
from reed-sedge or hypnum 
moss peat. Peat humus is dark 
brown to black in color, has low 
moisture-retention capacity, 

and a medium to high nitrogen 
content, This type has a high 
amount of lignin material which 


is more resistant to decom- 


position than the moss and reed- 
sedge peats.
